Mrs. W illebrandt asked 
that 
only strong cases Involving

Presidential 
Protest of 
No Avail 


Washington, Apr. 22— (ZP) — 
Despite strong 
protest by Presi­ 
dent Hoover, the 
senate agricul­ 
ture committee sent to the senate 
today a farm relief bill providing 
for use of export debenture cer­ 
tificates in controlling crop sur­ 
pluses. 
A few hours 
after the presi­ 
dent's letter declaring the deben­ 
ture plan would "bring American 
agriculture to disaster” had been 
mad* 
public. Chairman 
McNary 
called a 
special meeting 
of the 
commif.ee for 
reconsideration of 
the disputed proposal. 
Mr. Hoov­ 
er gained 
the support 
of 
two 
Democrats at the meeting but was 
unable 
to 
m u s t e r 
sufficient 
strength from his own party ranks 
to keep the plan out of the meas­ 
ure. 
By a vote of 
8 to 6, with all 
members 
of the 
committee ex­ 
cept one recorded, the debenture 
plan wag retained In the farm bill 
previously agreed 
upon. 
In the 
senate, however, 
adm inistration 
leaders intend to use all their In­ 
fluence in an attem pt to defeat the 
proposal. 
Believing 
the presi­ 
dent's letter equivalent to prom­ 
ise of a veto, they hope to gain 
the votes necessary to strike the 
debenture section from the bill. 
House Hurrying Toward Vote 
In addition to Chairman Mc­ 
Nary, the senators voting to sup­ 
port President Hoover were Cap­ 
per of Kansas, Thomas of Idaho. 
Gould of Maine, Republicans, and 
Ransdell. of Louisiana, and Ken­ 
drick. 
of Wyoming. 
Democrats. 
Three Republicans. Norris of Ne­ 
braska. Norbeck of South Dakota, 
and Frasier of North Dakota, and 
the long Farm er Labor member. 
Shipstead, of 
Minnesota, joined 
with Senators Wheeler, of Mon­ 
tana. Caraway, of Arkansas. Hef­ 
lin. of Alabama, and Thomas, of 
Oklahoma. 
Democrats, to 
stand 
out against the president's oppo­ 
sition. 
The rommPtee’s 
bill will be 
formally reported to 
the senate 
tomorrow', whereupon 
Chairman 
McNary will ask that discussion 
begin immediately. 
Meanwhile, 
the house 
will have 
progressed

bill, with every indication that 
any attem pt at that aide of the 
capitol to add the debenture pro­ 
posal will fail. 
The senate committee meeting 
today was devoted solely to dis­ 
cussion of President Hoover s let­ 
ter to Chairman McNary. In which

debenture plan 
was a 
subsidy, would result in profiteer­ 
ing, and would Increase produc­ 
tion, thereby 
circumventing the 
end of farm relief legislation It­ 
self. 
May Defeat End 
Those attem pting to carry out 
the president's wishes sought to 
convince the debenture advocates 
that Inclusion of 
the plan would 
mean no farm relief at all. but 
the la'ter group held Mr. Hoov­ 
er’s arguments were not convinc­ 
ing.

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KIWANIS CLUB 
HEARS VOGHT 


New Commissioner Tells 
of Conservation De­ 
partment's Work 


Conservation problems and -what 
ithe state department of conserva­ 
tio n Is doing to effect their solu­ 
tion were discussed at length by 
E. C. Voght at the noon luncheon 
meeting of the Kiwanis club at the 
Ludington hotel yesterday. 
"Thirty-five years ago, the prin­ 
cipal work of the conservation de­ 
partment was the protection of the 
fish and game,” the newly appoint­ 
ed member of the state conserva­ 
tio n 
commission 
declared. 
"The 
duties have grown steadily until 
jnow the department is branched 
'into about a dozen divisions, each 
| having its own head. 
There are 
jthe divisions of forest fire preven­ 
tion, state parks, Ash, game law 
'enforcement, educational, pollution, 
; geological, land economic survey 
and others." 
Fires Biggest Menace. 
Forest fires are the biggest men­ 
ace of Upper Michigan, Mr. Voght 
declared, and special emphasis will 
be placed on this phase of its work 
by the 
conservation 
department 
this summer. 
H e told of the plans 
being made for combating the men­ 
ace this season, including the erec­ 
tion of larger fire towers, use of 
motorized truck 
equipment 
with 
hose and gasoline pumpers, and 
better organization of the patrol 
service. 
"The tourists come to the upper 
peninsula to see the beauties of 
nature and want to get away from 
the artificial beauties of the cities," 
Mr. Voght said. 
"But unless we 
stop the forest fires this country 
will eventually be burned over en­ 
tirely .and there will be no further 
attraction for the tourist.” 
Opposes Refuge Bill. 
The 
conservation 
commission 
does not favor the game refuge 
bill recently presented to the legis­ 
lature and within three years will 
acquire 750.000 acres 
more, 
Mr. 
Voght said. 
The private clubs are 
not the menace to game conserva­ 
tion that some people believe, ac­ 
cording to the Escanaba conserva­ 


tionist. 
He cited the case of the 
North Woods club with 250 mem­ 
bers among which there are only 
about 15 hunters. I,ast season, only 
five deer were killed at the North 
Woods club and the year before 
not more than ten, he said. 
The 
members of these clubs come to 
the upper peninsula to get away 
from the cares of business and to 
enjoy the companionship of friends 
at the clubs* lodges, he said, and 
care little about shooting a lot of 
game. 
, 
49 State Parks. 
Michigan now has 49 state parks 
comprising 432,000 acres, Mr. Voght 
told the Kiwanlans in discussing 
the activities of the state parks 
division of the 
conservation 
de­ 
partment. 
Last year, 5,433,000 per­ 
sons visited the parks. 
The conservation department is 
abandoning the practice of plant­ 
ing fish fry, and will in the future 
plant the larger size known as fin­ 
gerling, Mr. Voght said. 
It has 
been found by experience that the 
cost of planting the larger fish, 
which have better chance of sur­ 
viving. is not must more expensive. 
Last year, 2,800,000 
trout 
were 
planted, ranging from two to six 
inches in length. 
The hunting of deer with auto­ 
mobile spotlights has within the 
last four or five years become a 
more serious proposition than head- 
lighting ever was, according to Mr. 
Voght. 
He said 
the 
department 
plans to stop all cars traveling at 
night in deer hunting areas dur­ 
ing September. October and Novem­ 
ber this year in an effort to stop 
this type of violation. 
Praises Buck Law. 
Mr. Voght told of the rigid laws 
enacted by Pennsylvania to restore 
its deer supply, and declared it is 
up to Upper Michigan to protect 
lls deer or lose a valuble asset. He 
praised the one-buck law* as one of 
the best game laws on the books. 
The recent action of the Delta 
county board of supervisors in ap­ 
pointing a committee on conserva­ 
tion to study its local needs and 
to confer with other county com­ 
mittees was lauded by Mr. Voght 
as a forward step in conservation. 
He said that such committees can 
accomplish much through co-opera­ 
tion with the conservation depart­ 
ment, and will avoid such ill-ad­ 
vised actions as taken last fall by 
boards of supervisors with regard 
to the diminishing deer question. 
It is likely that the state will 
4 construct a good road 
to 
Big 


Springs, near Manistique, which re­ 
cently has been taken over as a 
state park, which will be known as 
the Palms-Book state park, in honor 
of its donors. 
Mr. Voght also pre­ 
dicted that the Tauquamenon falls 
near Newberry will be added to 
the list of state parks. He said a 
survey would be made this Bum­ 
mer of Isle Royale in Lake Supe­ 
rior in view of making it a nation­ 
al park. 
C. J. Byrns, chairman of the Sal­ 
vation Army drive, reported that 
$1640 had been raised already, with 
only half of the teams reporting.

forced vacation of eight months 
duration, anglers are eagerly await­ 
ing the arrival of May I and the 
opening of the trout season.

member that resident male trout 
anglers over 21 years of age are 
required by law to acquire a trout 
license, the fee for which is one 
dollar. 
For non-residents over 18 
years of age the license fee is five 
dollars. 
A button similar in size to the 
hunting license button in use last 
fall, will be issued with each an­ 
glers license and must be worn 
when fishing. 
Few changes have

Beyond these questions comes th e 
consideration of such fu n d am e n t­ 
al sanitary problems as 
proper 
water supply, milk 
supply 
and 
sewage disposal. 
The state of Maryland asks all 
conductors of camps, w hethe r for 
adults or children, tourists or res­ 
idents, to m ake due application 
for inspection; it provides rules 
and regulations governing 
camp 
ground sanitation and plans for 
protecting springs and wells from 
pollution. 
Plans for small living 
quarters in camps are advice in 
regard to suitable building m a t e r ­ 
ials and ventilation are also avail­ 
able. 
Othrir states will do well to fol­ 
low th e example of m aryland and 
give to people who use s u m m e r 
camps proper protection against 
sanitary deficiencies. 
In the o th ­ 
e r considerations th at have been 
mentioned leadership m ust 
come 
from owners, m anagers and par­ 
ents. 
Only such co-operation will 
secure for th e children in sum m er 
camps th e type of safety and m e ­ 
dical care th a t parents provide for 
them at home.

Fire Fighters to 
Get Forecasts of 
Weather Conditions 


Lansing. April 22—Arrangements 
are perfected whereby the forest 
fire division of the department of 
conservation 
will 
receive 
fire 
weather forecasts during the 1929 
fire season from the U. B. weather 
bureau at Chicago. 
The weather 
bureau and the stat* have estab­ 
lished ten sub-stations located at 
various state fire towers, state for­ 
est headquarters, and also at two 
national headquarters In this state. 
The employes at each station will 
take three sets of humidity read­ 
ings each day as a part of their 
regular work. These are telegraph­ 
ed to the weather bureau office in 
Chicago every morning at 8 o'clock. 
The weather bureau 
office 
com­ 
pare* the Michigan reports with 
similar data received the same day 
from 
Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. 
Special 
fire 
weather forecasters 
study the data on hand and decide 
if flre-hazard weather is pending. 
If they determine that conditions 
are right for flre-hazard weather, 
they at once wire each assistant 
district warden in the state of this 
fact; this information will be re­ 
ceived by the local men before ll 
a. rn. of the same day on which 
their initial report was made.
